* ral of the Unitéd Provinces of the Netherlands by 
* M.Szembeck Archbifhop of Gnefna and Primate of 
* Poland, whois ac the Head of the Party in Poland 
‘that are againft King Staniflaus. Thac Letter wes 
‘ deliver’d to che States by the Czar of Mufcovy’s 
‘ Ambaffador, who with it prefented to their High 
Mightinefles a Memorial of his own, the Tenour 
* of which ie as follows. 

High and Mighty Lords, 

THE Subfcriber, Ambaffador of his moft facred 

Majefty the Emperour of Mufcovy, is inform'd, 
that the Swedith Envoy has prefented to yonr High 
and Mighty Lordfhips, on the Patt of Staniflaus 
Lefzinsky a Polifh Nobleman, a certain Letter in 
which that Nobleman affumes to himfelf the Title 
of King of Poland, and under the Pretext of a fort 
of Abdication made by the lawful King, defires to 
for his Succeffor in that King- 

om, 

But it is fufficiently known to your High and 
Mighty Lordthips, that the faid Nobleman Lifzinsk 
was not elected according to the Laws of Poland, 
which require the unanimous Confent of the Nobi- 
lity in the Election of a King ; and that the neceffary 
Advice and Concurrence of the faid Nobility, in an 
Affair of fuch Moment as the fetting up of anew 
King, was not obtain’d : On the contrary, that his 
Election was carried in a tumultuous Manner, under 
the Influence and Dread of the Swedifh Arms ; and 
that the loyal Part of the Polith Nobility did then 
and do now protreft againft it: So that the Affair of 
the pretended Election of Staniflaus, ow’d all its 
Force and Validity ro the Swedifh Arms ; and thar 
Violence once remov’d, could never be maintain’d. 

Befides, had the Election of Staniflaus been made 
by the unanimous Vores of the moft illuftrious Se- 
nators and Nobility. of Poland, which is abfolurely 
denied, yet that could not oblige foreign Courts to 
ackriowledge bim for King ; fering the Republick 
of Poland have not yet notified fuch their At and 
Deed to any Court, neither by Letters nor by Em- 
baffy, which alone can rightly challenge Credit and 


Regard. 


Bur, tho’ thefe things deferve the higheft Con- 
fideration, the underwritten Ambaffador will not en- 


large upon them ; this only he requefts of your High 


and. Mighty Lordfhips, that you will nor, by too 
haftily acknowledging Staniflaus, do any Prejudice 
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to his moft gracidus Lord and Principal, who by 
fo clofe a Neighbourhood is neceffarily engag’d in a 
firi& and inviolable Alliance with the moft ferene 
lawful Kings of Poland, and with that Republick ; 
but fufpend your Judgment on this Affair, and not 
conclude, determine, or refolve on any thing, in Fa- 
vour of Staniflaus and to the Prejudice of foreign 
Coutts, till the underwritten Ambaffador has receiv'd 
further Information relating to that Pretender from 
the Court of his Czarifh Maj-fty and from the E- 
ftates of Poland.
